Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  population 
and  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1965* 

The  estimated  mid-year  1963  population  of  our  District,  as  issued  by 
the  Registrar  General,  was  22,940  compared  with  22,470,  in  mid-year  1964. 

The  resulting  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabitants  of  approximately  900 
is  made  up  of  the  natural  increase  i.e0  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
together  with  the  continued  influx  of  new  residents  from  various  parts  of 
the  Country.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  was 
7,210  an  increase  of  193  compared  with  the  end  of  the  previous  year  and  the 
total  rateable  value  of  the  District  was  £940,000. 

The  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  showed  a  considerable 
decrease  on  the  figure  for  1964,  viz  472  compared  with  948 «  This  gives 
a  corrected  birth  rate  of  18.72  per  1,000  population  compared  with  l8„1 
for  the  Country  as  a  whole.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  fell  from 
29  in  1964  to  29.  The  resulting  illegitimate  birth  rate  was  92.97  per 
1,000  live  births,  that  for  England  and  Wales  was  77»« 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was  lower  by  six 
than  in,  1964.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  reduced  to  16.9  per  1»000 
live  births  compared  with  19.0  for  England  and  Wales.  During  the  past 
five  years  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  well  below  that  for  the  Country 
as  a  whole  on  three  occasions  and  slightly  above  on  two  (Vide  Table  on 
Page  If) « 

There  was,  unfortunately,  one  death  associated  with  child-birth. 

This  was  a  young  mother  of  21  who  suffered  from  congenital  heart  disease 
and  as  a  result  was,  apparently,  just  not  strong  enough  to  survive  the 
occasion.  X  am  glad  to  say  that  the  baby  was  healthy  and  is  progressing 
satisfactorily . 

There  were  33  fewer  deaths  than  in  1964.  As  usual  the  chief  causes 
were  heart  disease,  cancer  and  "stroke".  Deaths  from  pneumonia  more  than 
doubled  compared  with  the  previous  year,  while  the  number  of  fatal  motor 
vehicle  accidents  was  reduced  by  half.  In  one  of  these  accidents  a 
father  and  his  son  aged  13  were  the  unfortunate  victims.

The  following  extract  taken  from  Circular  G.R.O.  (M.O.H.)  No#  2/1957 
issued  by  the  General  Register  Office  is  given  as  a  guide  to  members  on 
the  meaning  of  the  terms  "crude”  birth  and  death  rates  and  "corrected” 
(adjusted)  birth  and  death  rates. 

"To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and 
age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates  for  the  area  should 
be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability  factor.  When  local 
crude  birth  and  death  rates  have  been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable 
with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding 
adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from 
the  final  1951  census  population". 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1965  was  Births  0.91  and  Deaths  1.39* 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year 
was  348  compared  with  142  cases  in  1964.  The  increase  was  almost  completely 
due  to  the  outbreak  of  Measles  in  January.  This  reached  a  peak  in  February 
and  March  and  fizzled  oui  by  June.  The  greatest  incidence  was  in  the  North 
Ward,  the  East  Ward  came  second  and  in  the  West  Ward  the  number  affected  was 
least. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Eleven  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  one  the  previous  year.  Of 
these,  2  were  admitted  to  hospital  where  they  made  satisfactory  progress. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

Notifications  of  this  complaint  were  nil. 

DYSENTERY 

This  was  an  infant  aged  10  months  who  was  also  suffering  from  Measles. 
The  source  of  the  infection  remains  a  mystery.  The  child  spent  some  time 
in  hospital  and  was  eventually  discharged  as  cured. 

FOOD  POISONING 

One  case  was  notified,  that  of  a  young  man  of  18  years.  The  organism 
responsible,;  was  Salmonella  typhi-murium  and  was  apparently  ingested  in  food 
eaten  at  the  seaside.  This  case  was  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospital  and 
made  an  uneventful  recovery. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


A  total  of  5  cases,  all  females,  were  notified.  Two  were  of  the  pulmonary 
variety  while  in  the  other  three  glands  and  internal  organs  were  the  seat  of 
the  infection. 

There  were  no  deaths  directly  attributed  to  this  condition,  although 
one  male  who  suffered  from  the  complaint  died  from  Broncho -pneumonia. 

In  addition  to  the  5  fresh  cases  there  were  also  5  inward  transfers 
and  this  together  with  the  absence  of  outward  transfers  increased  the  number 
on  the  tuberculosis  register  by  2.

DIPHTHERIA 


It  is  now  fourteen  years  since  the  last  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  the  disease  either  by  their 
family  doctor  or  at  sessions  held  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  44 1  as 
against  422  in  the  previous  year.  In  addition  506  children  had  their 
reinforcing  dose.

TETANUS  IMMUNISATION 

Immunisation  against  Tetanus  was  continued  during  the  year,, 

This  complaint  which  is  due  to  the  entrance  into  the  body  of  the  tetanus 
bacillus  through  a  wound  is  characterised  by  painful  contractions  in  the 
muscles  of  the  face  and  neck*  Hence  the  term  "Lock-jaw *"  Untreated  cases 
have  a  high  mortality*  This  active  immunisation,  provided  an  adequate  level 
of  immunity  is  maintained  by  the  recommended  reinforcing  doses,  is  regarded 
as  a  more  effective  method  of  prevention  than  the  injection  of  tetanus 
antitoxin  at  the  time  of  injury*  And  so  PARENTS  ARE  REMINDED  THAT  IT 
IS  VERY  IMPORTANT  THAT  THEY  KEEP  THE  RECORD  CARDS  OF  THEIR  CHILDREN’S 
INNOCULATIONS  IN  A  PLACE  WHERE  THEY  CAN  BE  READILY  FOUND  as  they  are 
of  particular  importance  to  the  doctor  treating  a  potentially  infected  wound.

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  comprising  the  water  undertakings 
of  eleven  local  authorities  in  this  area  is  responsible  for  the  supply  and 
distribution  of  water  in  the  District. 


The  supply  is  from  wells  and  boreholes  sunk  into  the  bunter  beds  of  the 
trias  at  Clipstone  and  Rainworth  and  while  the  supply  is  constant,  sufficient 
and  excellent  bacteriological  quality  it  is  still  regarded  as  very  hard.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


MANSFIELD  WOODHOUSE  AREA ; - 

With  the  exception  of  546  properties  which  drain  into  Mansfield 
Corporation  Works  the  remainder  of  the  area  is  served  by  the  Council's 
own  works. 

The  Trent  River  Authority  have  notified  Sewage  Disposal  Authorities 
in  their  catchment  areas  that  they  will  require  a  higher  standard  of 
purification  of  sewage  effluents  which  are  discharged  into  water 
courses  in  the  1970's,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  will  be  necessary  to 
abstract  more  water  for  domestic  and  other  uses  from  rivers* 

The  River  Authority  are  also  at  present  insisting  on  a  strict 
interpretation  of  compliance  with  the  consent  of  the  discharge  of 
final  effluents  for  Local  Authorities  generally,  and  Mansfield 
Woodhouse  in  particular,  owing  to  the  fact  that  Mansfield  Woodhouse 
Works  discharge  into  a  small  stream  which  gives  a  low  dilution  factor. 

For  this  reason,  it  will  become  increasingly  difficult  to  fulfil  the 
conditions  of  consent,  and  no  doubt,  further  extensions  and  improvements 
will  be  needed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  River  Authority. 

FOREST  TOWN  AREA : - 

This  area  is  drained  into  a  joint  scheme  with  disposal  works  at 
Edwinstowe  in  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Area.  The  number  of 
properties  connected  thereto  was  1,979  at  the  end  of  the  year,  an 
increase  of  21 . 

The  "Forest  Town  Storm  Water  Relief  Scheme"  prepared  by  the  Council's 
Consultant  Engineers  to  prevent  surcharge  of  both  the  foul  and  surface 
water  sewers  and  prevent  flooding  was  nearing  completion  by  the  end  of

CESSPOOLS 

The  Council  do  not  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools  as  a  rate  service. 

There  are  67  houses  on  cesspool  drainage  and  8  houses  on  septic  tank 
drainage  all  of  which  are  outside  the  main  drainage  area.  Experience  over 
the  years  has  shown  that  in  a  mining  district  subject  to  subsidence  a  public 
health  problem  is  likely  to  arise  at  some  time  or  other  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  erection  of  houses  with  cesspool  drainage  should  be 
discouraged  or  even  prohibited. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  salvage  is  carried  out  under 
the  control  of  your  Health  Department  using  three  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  rear 
loading  fore  and  aft  tipper  freighters  each  drawing  a  salvage  trailer. 

Two  of  these  vehicles  are  equipped  with  a  power  press  which  compresses  the 
refuse  and  considerably  increases  the  pay  load. 

No  serious  difficulties  were  met  with  during  the  year  and  except  for 
the  periods  following  the  four  bank  holidays  it  was  possible  to  maintain 
a  weekly  collection  of  refuse.

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  two  sites  in  the 
District,  one  of  these  sites  unfortunately  provides  an  adventure  play¬ 
ground  for  children  and  difficulty  has  again  been  experienced  in 
controlling  fires  both  deliberately  and  accidentally  started  by  trespassers. 

Salvage  continues  to  provide  a  source  of  income  which  reduces  the 
overall  cost  of  the  service  charged  to  the  General  Rate  Fund.  During  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1965,  sales  amounted  to  £2,384.  l4s.  10d.

SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 


This  Act  which  repealed  existing  law  relating  to  metal  dealers  and 
marine  stores  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1965  and  Section  1(9) 
imposed  a  duty  on  local  authorities  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  Section  1 
with  respect  to  registration  of  persons  carrying  on  business  as  a  scrap 
metal  dealer.  Responsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  the  other  provisions 
of  the  Act  falls  to  the  Police.  Unfortunately  the  Act  does  not  cover 
itinerent  van  dwellers  unless  they  are  resident  in  one  place  for  a  fairly 
substantial  period.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 
ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


No  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  undertaken  by  the  Council. 
DOMESTIC  SMOKE  CONTROL 

The  Council  have  for  some  years  now  enforced  byelaws  made  under 
Section  24  of  the  Act  requiring  that  all  new  dwellings  be  equipped  with 
"approved  appliances"  capable  of  burning  the  authorised  smokeless  fuels 
but  no  further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  under  report  towards  the 
introduction  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  within  the  Urban  District. 

INDUSTRIAL  SMOKE  CONTROL 

With  one  notable  exception  all  industrial  boiler  plants  situated 
within  the  Urban  District  are  capable  of  being  operated  smokelessly  either 
being  oil-fired  or  -  where  bituminous  fuel  is  burned  -  being  fitted  with 
mechanical  stokers. 

The  one  installation  where  this  is  not  the  case  is  unfortunately  the 
largest  unit  in  the  District  consisting  of  a  battery  of  Lancashire  boilers 
installed  at  a  local  colliery  and  which  has  given  rise  to  frequent  and 
severe  emissions  of  black  smoke  throughout  the  year. 

This  plant  was  fully  modernised  and  equipped  with  mechanical  stokers 
in  i960  but  it  was  found  that  whilst  the  stokers  and  furnaces  were 
reasonably  effective  in  minimising  smoke  emissions  certain  ancillary 
operations  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the  plant  could  not  be  completely 
and  successfully  mechanised  and  the  stokers  were  removed  and  hand-firing 
was  recommenced  with  disastrous  results.  Urgent  representations  were  made 
to  the  National  Coal  Board  at  Local  and  Area  levels  with  a  view  to  securing 
rapid  and  complete  mechanisation  of  the  plant  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  we  are  informed  by  the  National  Coal  Board  that  the  required 
approval  for  the  large  capital  expenditure  involved  has  been  authorised 
and  tenders  are  being  obtained.  It  is  anticipated  that  complete  mechanisation 
of  the  plant  will  be  achieved  by  January,  1967° 

CHIMNEY  HEIGHTS 

All  plans  submitted  in  accordance  with  building  byelaws  and  which  show 
proposals  to  erect  a  chimney  are  examined  by  this  Department  and  on  one 
occasion  during  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  insist  upon  a  radical 
re-assessment  of  the  indicated  chimney  height  with  the  result  that  the  stack 
was  eventually  raised  to  comply  with  the  Departments  requirements. 

PRIOR  APPROVAL  OF  BOILER  PLANT 

One  application  for  the  prior  approval  of  the  proposed  conversion  of 
an  existing  boiler  installation  was  received  and  approved  during  the  year. 
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RODENT  CONTROL  -  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  19^9* 

The  Council  provide  an  efficient  rodent  control  service  in  the  District 
this  service  is  available  free  of  charge  to  the  occupiers  of  residential 
property  but  a  charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  labour  and  materials  is  made  in 
respect  of  business  premises  and  agricultural  property.

Some  evidence  of  rat  infestation  of  two  of  the  five  main  sewerage . systems 
serving  the  Urban  District  was  noted  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Test  Baiting 
Operation  when  "takes"  were  recorded  in  three  of  the  one  hundred  and  one 
manholes  baited.  Poison  bait  was  subsequently  laid  in  some  forty-eight  manholes 
on  the  infested  systems  (i,e,  those  serving  the  Farm  Croft  Road,  Beresford  Road  ^ 
and  Newlands  Farm  Areas)  and  the  treatment  was  continued  until  no  further  Hakes 
were  recorded.  The  second  maintenance  treatment  of  these  areas  carried  out  some 
six  months  later  failed  to  reveal  any  evidence  of  re -infestation  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  report  I  am  pleaded  to  be  able  to  record  that  all  five  of  the 
sewerage  systems  serving  the  Urban  District  are  free  from  rat  infestation.

The  Department  continued  its  policy  of  keeping  in  touch  with  the 
latest  developments  in  the  field  of  insect  control  and  the  most  "up-to 
date"  insecticides  available  on  the  market  are  kept  in  stock.  In  cases 
where  members  of  the  public  prefer  to  carry  out  treatments  themselves 
insecticides  are  supplied  by  the  Department  together  with  detailed 
instructions  for  dealing  with  the  particular  insect  pests. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  mosquitoes  but  all  potential  breeding 
grounds  were  surveyed  and  no  evidence  was  found  of  any  infestation  by  the 
two  species  previously  recorded  in  this  District  in  195&* 

Regular  treatments  have  been  undertaken  throughout  the  year  at  the 
Council 's  refuse  tips  to  combat  any  possible  nuisance  from  flies  and 
crickets . 

SWIMMING  BATH 


An  open  air  lido  comprising  of  paddlers"  pool,  learners'  pool, 
swimming  pool  and  diving  pool  provided  by  The  Clipstone  Colliery  Welfare 
Committee  is  situated  in  the  East  Ward. 

Mains  water  is  used  for  filling  the  system  and  the  plant  provides 
for  a  complete  change  of  water  every  four  hours.  Treatment  consists  of 
filtration,  chlorination,  aeration  and  stabilisation  of  the  pH  value  and 
provision  is  made  for  heating  the  water  to  about  4°F  above  atmospheric 
temperature  0 
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Swimming  Bath  continued 


Daily  records  are  kept  of  the  pH  value  and  chlorine  content  using 
a  Lovibond  Comparator, 

Seven  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  were  all 
satisfactory, 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  three  watercourses  in  the  District  all  receive  sewerage 
effluents  and  their  use  by  children  as  playgrounds  is  discouraged. 


SCHOOLS 

There  are  ten  schools  in  the  district,  six  of  which  are  of  post 
war  construction,  all  these  and  one  of  the  pre-war  schools  have  well- 
equipped  kitchens  for  the  preparation  of  school  meals. 

The  sanitary  accomodation  at  two  of  the  pre-war  schools  was  improved 
during  the  year  by  bringing  all  facilities  and  approaches  thereto  under 

complete  cover,

I tine rent  van  dwellers  carrying  on  the  trade  of  scrap  dealers 
continue  to  make  their  presence  known  by  the  trail  of  discarded  an 
unsaleable  rubbish  left  behind  and  while  recognising  that  this  is  their 
chosen  way  of  life  their  disregard  of  the  need  to  fit  into  the  general 
pattern  of  social  behaviour  makes  it  difficult  for  the  public  and  for 
Council  Officials  to  adopt  a  more  tolerant  attitude  instead  of  taking 
all  possible  action  to  require  their  removal  to  other  sites. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


There  are  one  offensive  trades  premises  within  the  Urban  District 
where  the  trades  of  gut  scraper,  fat  and  tallow  melters  and  extractors 
are  carried  out.  These  premises  are  kept  under  constant  surveillance 
by  your  Health  Department  and  while  there  has  been  a  very  marked 
improvement  over  the  years  complaints  are  received  and  immediately 
investigated  and  invariably  the  cause  traced  and  remedied. 

The  firm  concerned  are  now  awaiting  planning  permission  for 
alteration  of  the  buildings  to  allow  the  installation  of  a  new  improved 
type  of  dry  me  Iter  which  would  considerably  reduce  atmospheric  odours 
and  they  have  also  given  an  undertaking  to  replace  the  processing  plant 
with  completely  new  buildings  nearer  to  the  sewage  works,  this  work 
being  tied  up  with  the  proposed  erection  of  an  abattoir.

This  Act,  like  those  it  has  replaced,  is  already  beginning  to  fall  into  disuse 
and  intervention  by  the  Local  Authority  is  required  less  and  less.  This  intervention 
is  only  required  where  the  landlord  and  tenant  have  failed  to  reach  agreement  in  the 
matter  of  repair  or  where  either  the  landlord  or  tenant  require  impartial  evidence, 
in  the  form  of  a  Certificate,  as  the  remedying  of  defects. 

The  assumption  is,  that  in  return  for  an  increased  rent,  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  repair  and  decoration  has  been  obtained.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
standard  will  be  maintained.  Where  a  landlord  fails  to  fulfil  his  obligations  in 
tms .respect,  an  agrieved  tenant  of  a  controlled  house  can  at  any  time,  as  a  first 
step,  serve  a  Form  G  being  a  "Notice  by  Tenant  to  Landlord  of  Defects  of  Repair"

This  scheme  provides  for  the  modernisation  of  houses  by  carrying  out  more 
extensive  works  than  are  covered  by  standard  grants  or  by  the  conversion  into 
flats  or  separate  dwellings  of  large  houses  too  big,  for  a  single  family  under 
present  conditions.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Your  Department  has  endeavoured  to  carry  out  constant  routine  inspections  through¬ 
out  the  year  of  all  food  premises  within  the  Urban  District  and  also  of  mobile  shops 
trading  in  the  area. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  general  standard  of  hygiene 
both  of  the  premises  and  the  personnel  employed  in  the  various  food  trades  continues 
to  increase.  Greater  use  of  suitable  head  covering  by  female  employees  particularly 
of  the  larger  multiple  stores  has  been  noted  although  it  is  regretable  that  this  has 
not  yet  become  an  established  practice  in  the  smaller  establishments.  Many  more 
refrigerated  counters  have  been  installed  and  many  shop-keepers  are  now  adopting 
the  practise  of  totally  excluding  customers  dogs  from  their  premises. 

What  few  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960,  that 
have  been  discovered  during  the  year  were  all  dealt  with  by  informal  action  and 
details  of  works  carried  out  in  this  manner  are  presented  in  the  following  table :-

No  exemptions  from  those  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  temperature,  sanitary 
accommodation  or  washing  facilities  have  been  granted  and  no  prosecutions  have  as  yet 
been  taken. 

Initial  general  inspections  of  those  premises  registered  under  the  Act  are  now 
virtually  complete  and  re-inspections  were  commenced  during  the  year.  It  is  obvious 
that  the  majority  of  employers  in  this  Urban  District  are  endeavouring  to  secure 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  with  the  minimum  of  delay  but  some 
difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  securing  the  fitting  of  guards  to  certain 
gravity  feed  meat  slicing  machines.  Whilst  the  occupiers  of  those  premises  where 
these  machines  are  installed  are  being  left  in  no  doubt  that  the  responsibility  for 
guarding  these  appliances  is  theirs  alone  it  is  disappointing  to  note  thfit  certain 
manufacturers  have  still  not  produced  suitable  guards  for  these  machines. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection  that  one  employer  quite  seriously 
raised  the  point  that  during  the  three  months  since  his  gravity  feed  slicing 
machine  had  been  fitted  with  an  interlocked  enclosing  guard  his  staff  had 
sustained  more  minor  accidents  in  loading  the  machine  before  actually  operating 
the  appliance  than  they  had  ever  sustained  over  the  preceding  period  of  10  years 
during  which  it  had  been  in  use  without  a  guard.  This  allegation  was  taken  up 
with  his  employees  who  confirmed  that  initially  they  found  the  guard  awkward  and 
obstructive
